Judge Bradley strode upon the scene, 
demanding to know the cause of the 
trouble. Johnson, Carlisle and Wilson 
laid the case before him, stating that 
the Kentucky lawyers had made an 
unprovoked assault upon Johnson.

Breckinridge and his son had started 
from the courthouse, but, seeing the 
Judge, turned back, the Congressman 
saying, with evid¢nt excitement:

THE PROCEEDINGS. 

The first witness called for Miss Pol- 
lard today was Claude de la Roche 
Francis, first cousin of Ward McAl- 
lister and nephew of the Chamberlain 
of Leo XIII. He had known Miss Pol- 
lard in 1893, and had frequently seen 
her and Breckinridge together. 

“What was Col. Breckinridge’s man- 
ner toward Miss Pollard?’ asked At- 
torney Wilson. 

“Extremely paternd]l and very kind; 
very affectionate, also” 

“What was Miss Pollard’s 
toward him?’ 

"Very respectful and affectionate. 

Miss Pollard introduced the witness 
to Col. Breckinridge once in the draw- 
ing-room. As the witness entered he 
found Col, Breckinridge holding Miss 
Pollard's hand. He heard Col. Breckin- 
ridge ask Miss Pollard who he was 
and whether he came to see her; also 
heard Col. Breckinridge inquire if he 
knew of their engagement, seeming ap- 
prehensive that he (witness) might 
speak of it. Last spring Miss Pollard 
asked him in case anything arose to 
make it necessary if he would give 
testimony. She said she feared Col, 
Breckinridge was not going to keep his 
word; that if he did not marry her 
on the appointed day she would shoot 
herself. 

The witness at that time said: “I do 
not see why you should take it so much 
to heart. Col. Breckinridge is a distin- 
guished man and all that, but there 
are other men in the world.’ She said: 
“There is no other but Col. Breckin- 
ridge for me.” This incident occurred 
about May 13. Something had been 
said about Col. Breckinridge’s atten- 
tions to Mrs. Wing. 

Dr. J. Tabor Johnson of this city, 
having kissed the Bible, asked the 
.court if he was absolvede from his pro- 
fessional obligation of secrecy. As- 
sured affirmatively by Pollard’s 
attorney he said that in May, 1893, he 
was called to see Miss Pollard profes- 
sionally. She was suffering from a mis- 
carriage. While attending her he had 
seen severa! letters and telegrams, and 
when Attorney Carlisle handed several 
to him he identified the signatures as 
Col. Breckinridge’s. 

One letter dated from the room of the 
Committee on Appropriations, House of 
Representatives, on: May 22, told Miss 
Pollard to do what was best, most 
comfortable and least dangerous; told 
her to put herself under the care of her 
physician and inquired: “Where does 
Mrs. B. go from Washington?’ 

The letters were read to the jury by 
Attorney Carlisle and then Attorney 
Stall cross-examined the physician 
‘upon the details. Witness could not 
say whether the miscarriage was pro- 
duced by artificial means, but found 
no evidence tending to show that. 

Dr. Mary Parsons testified that in 
1888 .she attended Miss Pollard at a 
convent on Massachusetts avenue, 
Washington, and on Second street, 
South Washington. In the latter place 
a male child was born and placed in 
an asylum. Afterward she saw the 
child’ and its mother. At this point

room. As she passed the door she fell 
forward in a faint, and would have 
dropped to the floor had not one of the 
attendants caught her.

Asked what became of the child, the 
witness said it died. She asked if 
M Pollard had told her who was the 
father of the child. Breckinridge and 
counsel in chorus objected. The objec- 
tion was admitted, but finally Dr. Par- 
sons was allowed to say that she called 
on Breckinridge at his residence with a 
bill from Miss Pollard for doctor's serv- 
ices. He férwarded payment. 

On cross-examination, Dr. Parsons 
said she told Col. Breckinridge that 
she heard he was Miss Pollard’s guar- 
dian, and asked him to pay it. After 
a brief cross-examination of the wit- 
ness the legal controversy over 
the deposition was renewed. Mr. 
Butterworth for Col. Breckin- 
ridge moved to suppress the deposi- 
tion taken for the plaintiff at Lexing- 
ton on March 2. The main point made 
was that notice of the depositions 
should have been given Col. Breckin- 
ridge’s lawyers in Washington. 

Butterworth argued and Johnson re- 
plied for the plaintiff, referring sar- 
castically to what he termed the pecu- 
liar proceedings in Kentucky and the 
peculiar connection of the Kentucky 
attorneys to the case, who had ap- 
peared generally in the preliminary 
proceedings for the advantage of the 
defendant, but whose connection in 
matters to his disadvantage had the 
secret qualification of insolence and ef- 
frontery. When Johnson had finished 
his argument, Judge Bradley said that 
the court would adjourn. 

Mr. Shelby of Kentucky, of whom 
Johnson had spoken sharply, jumped 
to his feet, saying: ‘‘Will Your Honor 
allow me——” but the Judge adjourned 
the court. As soon as he had done so 
Col. Breckinridge stepped before the 
bench and addressed him, but the 
Judge waved him aside with an ex- 
pression of annoyance on his face.

A Comparison of the 
Tarilf Bills. 


Some Pertinent Figures Showing 
Great Changes, 


New Propositions Advanced by 
the Senators. 


No Mearings are to Be Allowed by the 
Pinance Committee—A Discussion on 
Silver—Motor Roads in 
the House. 


By Telecraph from the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 12.—The Sen- 
ate Conimittee on Finance took up 
ithe tariff bill today as amended by 
the Democratic members, begin- 
ning with the chemical schedule. Sen- 
ator Aldrich stated that there were 
representatives of several interests af- 
fected by the bill now in Washington, 
asking to be heard by the committee 
as to the changes made. He offered 
a resolution granting five days for 
hearing the workmen’s committee, but 
it was lost by a strict party vote. 

The committee made little progress 
with the bill, only six items being 
passed. All of them were left un- 
changed. 

Senator Peffer today introduced an 
independent tariff bill in the Senate. 
It amends the McKinley law in some 
particulars, and revises the internal 
revenue law. He amends the income 
tax in accordance with the Populist 
graduated proposition in the House, 
and includes the Justices of the Su- 
preme Court and other Federal judges 
in the list will bé taxed. 

Senator Gallinger presented an 
amendment to be proposed by him to 
the tariff bill, providing that the act 
shall become operative so far as impor- 
tations from Canada are concerned, 
only by the proclamation of the Pres- 
ident, the proclamation to be issued 
upon conditions specified. 

The Senate committee has been sup- 
plied with a tabulated statement pre- 
pared by the Treasury Department

The comparison for spirits, wines and 
other beverages is: Present law, $9,698,- 
000; House, $8,461,000; Senate, $8,184,000. 
A comparison of the sugar schedules 
shows that during last year 15,491,000 
galicns of molasses were imported upon 
which no duty was paid, but which, 
under the Senate bill, would produce 
During the year 3,531,219,367 
pounds of sugar, valued at $114,960,000, 
was imported free. 

Secretary Carlisle today sent to the 
Senate a list of licensed producers of 
sugar from both sorghum and sugar- 
cane in each State and Territory, to 
whom a bounty has been paid and the 
amount paid to each. The statement 
shows that the payments for the cur- 
rent year up to March 4, have been as 
follows: Beet sugar, $610,935; sorghum 
sugar, $16,926; cane sugar, $2,513,597; 
maple sugar, $115,597. California leads 
in the production of beet-sugar. Ne- 
braska and Utah are also producers of 
this kind of sugar. Kansas and Minne 
sota are the only producers of sorghum 
sugar and the tter only slightly. 
Louisiana rece the bulk of the 
bounty paid on sugar.

Da Gama Offers to Surrender 


to Peixotto.. - 


Dispatches from United States Minister 
Thompson—The Rebel Admiral Takes 
Refuge on a Portuguese Vessel— 

Notice Given of Firing.

WASHINGTON, March 12.—Advices 
received at the State Department late 
this afternoon from Minister Thompson 
at Rio de Janeiro, indicate that the 
Brazilian rebellion is about ended. The 
d‘spatch contains information that Ad- 
miral da Gama went aboard the Portu- 
guese war-vessel Mindelo, and sent to 
President Peixotto by a Portuguese 
officer an offer to surrender on condi- 
tion that full protection for himself 
and followers be granted. 

The dispatches were in cipher and 
translated, read as follbws:° 

Gresham—Washington: Da Gama 
day, through the senior Portuguese 
naval commander, offered to surrender 
to the President of Brazil providing he 
and his followers are guaranteed pro- 
tection against punishment.

Considerable surprise 
here that the offer of surrender should 
have been made through the Portu- 
guese commander, who has not shown 
particular disposition to take a hand 
in the conflict. It is not thought, how- 
ever, that the action of the Portuguese 
in receiving Da Gama is necessarily an 
act of sympathy with the insurgents. 
The Portuguese are said to Tecognize 
a principle of international law now 
obsolete by which the right of asylum 
is granted temporarily by a neutral 
power to a defeated belligerent. 
Minister Mendonca of Brazil this 
evening admitted that he had received 
news of the surrender, but was unwill- 
ing *to give out information concern- 


ing the exact terms of Da Gama’s ° 


offer of surrender, or discuss the probe 
able action of the Brazilian governme 
ment. He said, however, that he had no 
doubt a final settlement had been made 
or would certainly be made tomorrow, 
A notice of the intention of the Bra- 
zilian fleet to begin an active attack on 
the insurgent fleet had been given on 
Sunday noon to neutral forces in the 
harbor.

PARLIAMENT OPENS. 


Lord Roseberry Declares 
His Policy.

This Session. 


Gladstone’s Speech Against the Lords 
is Indorsed. 


Coftciliation in Labor Disputes to Be Ef- 
fected—Local Government for Scot- 
land—Discussion in the Com- 
mons and in the Lords. 


By Telegraph from the Associated Press. 
LONDON, March 12.—(By Atlantic 
Cable.) Parliament reassembled this 
morning. The Queen’s speech says that 
negotiations with the Untted States for 
carrying out the award of the Bering 
Sea arbitration are in progress. Her 
Majesty expects a calm, dignified ex- 
amination into the recent collisions be- 
tween the French and British forces in 
West Africa. The Commons are in- 
formed that estimates will soon be sub- 
mitted making adequate provisions for 
defense of the empire. The speech 
points out that agrarian crime in Ireland 
has been reduced to the lowest point 
in fifteen years. It promises a meas-_ 
ure for the settlement of the evicted 
tenants’ question and also an amend- 
ment to the registration laws; the 
abolition of plural voting and deal- 
ing with the ecclesiastical establish- 
ments of Wales and Scotland; local 
government for Scotland on the same 
basis recently accorded England and 
Wales, and’ direct control of the liquor 
traffic. The speech also proposes con- 
ciliation in labor disputes, and an 
amendment to the Factory and Mines 
Act. 

A large crowd gathered in the vicin- 
ity of the Foreign Office at noon to 
witness the arrival of the leaders, who 
were to attend the great Liberal meet- 
ing. Prominent Liberals, including 
Premier Roseberry and Sir Vernon 
Harcourt, were lustily cheered. Lord 
Roseberry presided. Addressing the 
meeting he ‘alluded in eulogy to Glad- 
stone and declared the Liberal party 
had not. changed its policy in the least 
Since Gladstone’s resignation. All of 
the present Cabinet was pledged to the 
same policy as the former one. It 
had no intention to recede-from any 
one of the measures supported by the 
former government. He declared the 
honor of England and the peace of 
Europe was safe with the present BOv- | 
ernment. 

With regard to the. Irish question, 
Rosebérry said the government was 
bound to it by ties of honor and affec- 
tion. The policy of home rule would 
not be lege definitely pursued. Doubt 
on t>thisspoint should: be set at rest 
by the pledge of the retention of ‘John 
Morley as Chief Secretary for Ireland. 
He had been offered a higher office but 
decided it was his duty not to sever his 
career from the Irish cause. 

The present government had entirely 
identified itself with Gladstone’s dec- 
laration jm his last parliamentary 
speech touching the House of Lords. 
The conviction had long been forcing 
itself on the Speaker. that under the 
existing democratic suffrage the House 
of..Lords was an anomaly, esvecially 


a body of hereditary law-givers into 
one great Tory organization at the 
beck and call of a single party leader. 
When ihe Tories were in office the 
power of the veto was not exercised, 
but when the Liberals were.in power 
the veto was exercised at the dictates 
of the Tory leader. The Liberals were 
not blind this danger to the con- 
stitution and would not, he said, lose 
sight of any measure constitutionally 
presented to the country in this peril- 
ous anomaly to which it is exposed. 

Roseberry declared he would not go 
to the extent of some by making the 
peers pariahs or debar them from op 
portunities of serving the state, but 
he agreed that there was great in- 
convenience when a Premier was not 
in the House of Commons. While he 
remained Premier they might be as- 
sured that no Liberal in the ranks 
would endeavor more steadfastly to 
do his duty to the party. (Loud 
cheers.) 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, followed to 
the same general effect, declaring 
Gladstone's last speech with regard to 
the House of Lords was an inheritance 
for the party, and that it would prove 
the greatest subject of the future. 

The House of Commons assembled 
shortly after 4 o’clock. The Irish mem 
bers gave an enthusiastic welcome to

Cases Disposed of by the Police Justices

HOUSES BURNED. 


Two Dwellings Destroyed by Fire on Bunker 
Hill Avenue. 

At 4:45 o’clock yesterday afternoon a 
fire was discovered in the basement of 
the double house, No. 113 North Bunker 
Hill avenue, occupied by Rudolph 
Suettig and BE. L. Overweg. An alarm

In connection with the harbor-site 
matter-we note the rumor that a prop- 
osition will be advanced at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce meeting tomorrow 
for a compromise between San Pedro 
and Santa Monica. It is proposed that 
an appropriation of $300,000 be asked, 
of which $200,000 shall go to San Pedro 
and $100,000 to Santa Monica. It is re- 
ported that the Southern Pacific Cont- 
pany, seeing the drift of affairs, would 
now be content with anything that 
would give them something of a pro- 
tection to their big wharf at the can- 

on. 

"This would be absurd. The proposi- 
tion would not for a moment be enter- 
tained by Congress, and even should 
it be entertained, it would do no good 
to either place. This is a case 
where, as The Times has stated, 
there is no room for compromise. It 
is either San Pedro or nothing. Even 
the influence of the Southern Pacific 
Company (of Kentucky) magnified a 
hundred times as it is by the Cark 
and devious methods through which 
that corporation works, cannot change 
the result. Congress will either make 
an appropriation for that ha®bor site 
which the board of army engineers 
has repeatedly selected, or it will make 
no appropriation at all. 


LEGISLATURES AND THE PEOPLE. 


The Utah Legislature has been in 
continuous session for ninety-six hours. 
We are told that almost the entire 
sixty-day session has been devoted to 
partisan wrangling, leaving the import- 
ant legislation to be crowded through 
after the legal expiration of the ses- 
sion. 

This sort of thing is becoming alto- 
gether too common among the legisla- 
tures in this country. It is quite a com- 
mon thing for legislative bodies to 
spend a large portion of their time in 
wrangling over the spoils or in seeking 
to obtain party advantage, instead of 
attending to the business for which 
they are paid by the people. In fact, 
this sort of thing has become so much 
the rule that it attracts little attention 
or criticism. The newspapers, as 4 
rule, content themselves with a few 
jocular remarks on the subject. | 

Meantime there is growing up 
among the people at large a feeling of 
intense’ disgust and disconterit at the 
manner in which the majority of their 
legislative servants, State and Federal, 
ignore the trusts which have been re- 
posed in them. This feeling is intensi- 
fied by the fact that while these legis- 
lators are frittering away their time in 
personal or party squabbles hundreds 
of thousands of their constituents are 
looking in vain for a chance to earn a 
living for themselves and families. 
Some excellent thoughts on this sub- 
ject were presented by a correspondent 
in yesterday's Times, who shows that 
we are in danger of drifting as far 
away from the original idea of a gov- 
ernment “of, for and by the people” 
as we were when King George of Eng- 
land oppressed the people of this 
country and they declared “that when- 
ever any form of government becomes 
destructive of these ends it is the right 
of the people to alter or abolish it.” 
It is time that those who seek and ob- 

legislative offices should remem- 
ber that they are simply the servants 
of the people who have elected them; 
that their time does not belong to them- 
selves and that if they fail to devote 
_ their time and energy to the service of 
those who pay them they are just as 
dishonest as the clerk who shirks the 
work which he is hired to do. 

The people are thinking a great deal 
on these subjects just now and those 
who are anxious for. political prefer- 
ment would do well to heed this grow- 
ing sentiment among the people and 
to put themselves in touch with it. 


TOO MANY MIDDLEMEN 


William T. Stead of London, who has 
‘been visiting Chicago, while he may 
have indulged in some exaggerations 
and committed some errors of taste, 
has told a good many very pertinent 
truths. Among other things he says: 
“Trouble will come to this country 
through the host of middiemen who 
grind the producers. Of all countries 
im the world this is the worst.” ‘ 

Commenting upon this remark the 
San Francisco Examiner says: 

“The middleman is a necessity in 
commerce. Most of the transactions of 
trade could not be on econom- 
ically without him. But the middle- 
manDusiness is overdone. There are 


too mu engaged in it and the country 
has to’ pay too dearly for the service 
it gets, .A 13-cent book costs the pur- 


50 cents. The raisins that bring 
the Freéio grower 5 cents cost the New 
York consumer 35 cents. There are 
few lines of goods in which it costs less 
than 100 per cent. to take the goods 
from the man who produces them to 
the man who consumes them. The 
are many lines in which -the price in- 
creases threefold and fourfold before the 
goods reach the hands of the man who 
Wants them. There is a big waste to 
the community in this method of do- 
ing business. There is about enough 
Business to keep one middleman out 
Of five steadily at work. It would be 
@ great advantage to the country if 
the other four were put to productive 
Work instead of ding four-fifths of 
“heir time looking for a chance to get 
a of the ngs that another man 

There is a vast amount of food for 
thought in connection with this sub- 
ject, which is, indeed, a very large one, 
involving ‘as it does the entire field of 


activity, including farming, | 


manufacturing and mining, with such 
smaller branches as fishing and the 
production of lumber. There is no 
doubt that times would be better, peo- 
ple would be able to consume more, 
and there would consequently be work 
for more people if four-fifths of the 
great army of middlemen would dis- 
band and be added to the ranks of 
the producers. Because the fact has 
frequently been stated that the farmer 
does not get his full reward for his 
labor and patience, it has lost none of 
its force. If we could simplify the 
methods which are now used in bring- 
ing the produce from the grower to the 
consumer it would be along step in the 
right direction. It would be very fit- 
ting that such a reform as this should 
be inaugurated in the United States, 
a country which has given the world 
so many labor-saving devices and whose 
business men are not fettered by the 
traditions of a thousand years of busi- 
ness and social customs, as are their 
European brethren. 


THE SALE OF NARCOTICS. 


Whatever variety of ideas may pre- 
vail in regard to the methods which 
are adopted by the Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union in fighting the liq- 
uor traffic, there can be but one idea 
among those whose opinions dre en- 
titled to respect as to the crusade 
which that organization is opening in 
Chicago against the illegal traffic in 
narcotics of every description, which 
so many drug stores of Chicago and 
other cities indulge in. Visits are to 
be made to drug stores and purchases 
of morphine, laudanum, chloroform, co- 
caine, chloral and other drugs made, if 
possible, without a physician’s pre- 
scription. Wherever a druggist is 
found willing to sell under such cir- 
cumstances his arrest and prosecution 
will follow, and a determined effort will 
be made to have his certificate re- 
voked. 

A dispatch from Chicago states that 
the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union has made a long and searching 
investigation into the use of narcotics, 
and information obtained is simply 
appalling in its magnitude. The vice 
is widespread, but, owing to the se- 
crecy which 80 many devotees of the 
various habits are enabled to com- 
mand, the general public seldom comes 
in contact with it, and yet the narcotic 
habit overshadows, or nearly so, the 
traffic in liquors. It invades 
classes of society, and people whose 
personal pride would restrain them 
from entering saloons find in the drug 
stores satisfaction with secrecy. 

The Chinese have been spreading 
the use of opium in Chicago as they 
have done in San Francisco,and the in- 
vestigation which has been made along 
this line has disclosed an appalling 
trade in narcotic stimulants of every 
kind. It includes Indian hemp, hash- 
eesh, cocaine, chloroform, chloral, and

An Trish order in /Brooklyn has 
adopted resolutions censtring the Mayor 
of that city because he refused to 
allow the Irish flag to float on the City 
Hall on St. Patrick’s day. This foreign 
flag business has been carried far 
enough. It would be impossible to give 
any good reason why the flag of any 
foreign nation—or of individual subjects 
of any foreign nation who desired to 
adopt an independent flag—should be 
allowed to float over any municipal, 
county, State or Federal building in 
this country, while there are a great 
many reasons why such a permission 
should not be granted. It is about 
time that a portion of the population 
of the United States were reminded 
that there is only one flag in this 
country and those who are not satis- 
fied with ‘this arrangement would do 
well, in the present temper of the Amer- 
ican people, to keepinthe background.

Highest Known _ North 
American Mountain. 


How Mount. St. Elias Has Had 
to Yidld the Palm. | 


The Authentic Story of McGrath's 
Coast Survey Party. 


How the Great White Monarch Loomed Up 
Before the Discoverers Under an Alas- 
kan Sky—1200 Feet Higher 
Than Orizaba, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—(Special 
Correspondence, Copyright, 1894.) For 
nearly a quarter of a century it was 
assumed that a splendid mountain lying 
near the sea, where the 141ist meridian 
cuts the southern coast of Alaska, was 
the highest on the continent of North 
America. The first civilized n to 
see this mountain was Vitus Bering, 
after whom the great sea recently in- 
volved in international controversy was 
named. 

Bering first saw it on July 20, 1741, 
and as St. Elias was the patron saint 
of that day the mountain received his 
name. Its summit is thirty or forty 
miles from the sea and at its foot is 
the famous Malispina glacier, the 
greatest of its species in all the world. 

Malispina, an Italian in the service 
of Spain, after whom the glacier is 
named, saw Mt. St. Elias in 1791, and 
he was the first to determine its height 


Mt. St. Elias, Alaska. a 


with any degree of approximation. 
From measures made on shipboard he 
found it to be 17,851 feet, which, consid- 
ering the means employed, was re- 
markably near the truth. In the cen- 
tury which has elapsed since Malispina 
did his work, many measurements of 
the height of the mountain have been 
made, with widely varying results. In 

872, on the charts of the English Ad- 
miralty, its height was given as 14,970 
feet, but in 1874 a determination by Dr. 
W. H. Dall of the United States Coast 
are gave it an altitude of 19,500 

This result depended upon observa- 
tions made at Port Mulgrave, on Ya- 
kutat Bay, and at a point at sea the 
location of which was determined by 
the usual methods. It was quite gener- 
ally accepted andthe great peak en- 
joyed for many years the undisputed 
distinction of being the highest on the 
continent. In 1890 an expedition was 
sent out under the joint patronage of 
the American Geological Society and 
the United States Geological Survey, 
and in charge of Pref. I. C. Russell of 
the latter organization;sfor the purpose 
of exploring the St. Elias region: 
An attempt was ma to ascend the 
mountain and also to détermine its al- 
titude. The observations made proved 
to be unsatisfactory on examination 
and were not accepted by the Geo- 
graphical Society as ‘sufficiently relia- 
ble to form the basis of a. conclusion. 
On the whole they indicated a much 
less height for the mountain than had 
generally been adopted. 

In 1891 Prof. Russell made a second 
visit to Mt. St. Elias, and on this oc- 
casion he secured much. more relia- 
ble observations for the determination 
of its height. The reduction of these 
gave 18,100 feet as the height. of the 
mountain. 

As stated in the beginning, Mt. St. 
Elias stands very nearly upon the 14ist 
meridian of longitude west of Green- 
wich, which meridian forms the boun- 

ary betwe@n the great Alaskan penin- 
sula and the British possessions. In 
the execution of a survey for the de- 
termination of this boundary line it be- 
came desirable, therefore, to deter- 
mine the location of this meridian at 
its southern extremity and this included 
an acurate determination of the geo- 
graphical position of the summit of 
Mt. St. Elias. Accordingly the United 
States Coast and Geodetic Survey ‘in 
1892 sent a party, under‘the direction 
of J. E. McGrath, to the foot of the 
mountain for this work.- An extensive 
series of observations was carried out, 
including numerous measurements of 
the angular elevation of the mountsin 
as observed from various points. The 
distance of the summit from. these 
points of observation was determined 
with an accuracy far exceeding any 
previous work and the altitude of the 
summit was ascertained th a pre- 
cision leaves nothing to - 
The mean of results 
from five or six independent stations 
was 18,010 feet. and no single resu!t 
differs from this by more than ten feet. 
A variation of height in different sea- 
sons fully as great as this might oc- 
cur through the varying depth of the 
snow which rests perpetually upon the 
greater part of the mountain. The an- 
nouncement of this definitive value for 
the height of Mt. St. Elias made it nec- 
essary to revise conclusions which had 
long been accepted as‘to fits position 
among the great mountains of North 
America. It happened that just at 
that time—1891-92—a new determina- 
tion of the altitude of a famous moun- 
tain in Mexico was undertakén by Dr. 
J. T. Scovell and was so. essfully 
carried out that the height of this 
mountain, Orizaba, became known with 
a degree of accuracy exceeding any 
previous determination... Dr. Scovell’s 
measurement gave for the height of 
_Orizaba 18,300 feet, thus putting ‘it 
néarly three hundred feet above Mt. 
St. Elias. To the Mexican mountain 
was transferred, therefore, the honor, 
of standipg first on the continent. 

Only for a brief year or two, how- 
ever, was. Orizaba destined thus to 
outrank its fellows of the far north. 
for in one of the companions of St. 
Elias a mountain has been discovered 
which, in altitude, so far exceeds either 
of the two recent disputants as to 
leave little probability that the glory 
of first place will ever again go to the 
south. In determining the height of a 
mountain several methods may ‘be pur- 
sued. If its ascent is possible. or not 
difficult its elevation may be deter- 
mined by the use of the barometer, 
depending on the diminution of atmos- 
pheric pressure as altitude. incréases, 
or by observing the temperature at 
which water boils, which falls as pres- 
sure diminishes and hence as altitude 
increases. Neither of these methods: 
is very accurate and neither should. be 
used when other methods are possible. 
If the ascent of the mountain is easy 
the height may be determined’ by: actu- 
ally running a line of levels from the 
foot to the summit and this is the most 
precise method known. In ‘this way 
the altitude of Orizaba was for . the 
most part ascertained, a portion of the 
work being done by the method next 
to be considered, namely, that of ‘trian- 
gulation. This method is especially 
adapted to mountains whose ascent is 


difficult or impossible, in fact, in the. 
| latter case it is the only method. prac: 


ticable. It consists of a ddfermination 
of the distance of the sumnmt from the 
point of observation and its angular 
elevation above a horizontal plane 
passing through that point. The dis- 
tance cannot be measured directly and 
it must be determined by a system of 
one or more triangles starting from a 
measured or known base. Thus, in 
the case of Mt. St.’ Elias a base line 
a little more than four miles in length 
was accurately measured on the north. 
shore of Yakutat Bey which lies just 
south of the Malispina glacier. This 
base was extended by observing from 
its own extremities stations selected on 
the south side of the bay, one being at 
Ocean Cape and the other on Mt. 
Hoorts, nearly ,twenty miles east of 
the cape. The’distance of these two 
points from the extremities of the meas- 
ured base could be accurately calcu- 
lated by means of the observed angles 
and also their cistance from each other. 
They also were occupied and observa- 
tions: upon the’ mountains made from 
them. They thus became the extremi- 
ties of a much longer known base, the 
base ofa triangle, at the vertex of 
which was the summit of the ._moun- 
tain. The angles at the extremity of 
the base being measured the distance 
of the mountain could be easily calcu- 
lated. The angular elevation of the 
summit above the horizontal planes 
passing through these points, the ends 
of the first base’and other points were 
observed.. The angle was generally 
small, being a little less than four 
degrees at the north end of the meas- 
ured base. It was neasured at all of 
these points many times and under 
widely varying conditions, and the 


agreement of the results ts such as to. 


inspire a high degree of confidence. 
Having measured the angle accurately 
at any one station and having com- 
puted the distance of this station from 
the summit it is a very simple affair to 
calculate the height of the mountain 
above the horizontal plane. But this 
will be less than the actual height on 
account of the curvation of the earth 
and it must be increased by an amount 
depending on the distance of the sum- 
mit from the station. A simple, an 
for reasonably short distances, a fairly 
accurate rule for finding how much the 
earth’s surface drops away from 4 
horizontal plane is to square the dis- 
tance in miles and taking two-thirds 
of this number call the result feet. , 
Thus the summit of the mountain was 
about forty-seven miles distant from 
the station.at the south end of the 
. The square of this is a little 
more than 2,200, and two-thirds of that 
is, in round numbers, 1500, 50 that a 
mountain 1500 feet high at the distance 
of St. would just,touch the horli- 
zontal plan through the observing sta- 
tidn. This amount must, therefore, 
added to the height as computed from 
the simple distance and vertical angle. 
The sum will be too large, however, 
on account of the error due to the re- 
fraction of the atmosphere. Owing to 
this an object near the horizon is 
made to appear higher than it really is 
and the angular elevation is too 
great by an amount due to this 


effect. The error thus introduced 
is not large, it may be allowed 
fcr, and in the case considered 


above it would be about one hundred 
and twenty feet, so that this must be 
taken from the height as obtained, 
after applying the correction for curva- 
ture. The actual computation is ‘con- 
siderably more complete: in” form than 
here indicated, but the method outlined 
will give a very approximate result, and 
illustrate all of the principles involved. 
It is especially desired to emphasize the 
fact that everything depends on know- 
ing the angle of elevation and the dis- 
tance from the point of observation. 
The latter is generally the most difficult 
to obtain with the necessary degree of 
precision, particularly in the case of 
mountains difficult to approach. It will 
readily be seen that if the distance be 
overestimated the altitude will be too 
small. In forming an estimate of the 


dimensions of objects we are constantly 


influenced by our conception of their 
distance, and often unconsciously. It is" 
said that one of the Herschels once saw 
crossing the field of his great telescope, 
with which he was studying the heav- 
ens ‘in daylight, a number of irregu- 
larly-shaped dark bodies, all moving 
with considerable velocity in the same 
direction, which he decided must be 
parts of a shower of meteorites outside 
of the earth’s atmosphere. Greatly 
moved by the novelty and importance 
of this discovery, he readjusted the fo- 
cus of his eye-piece only to find that he 
had been looking at a flock of locusts 
passing very near by. Conceiving them | 
to be very distant, they had appeared : 
to be very large. 
In the same way a 15,000-foot moun- 
tain might apparently tower above one 
18,000 feet high, if only it were some- 
what tardy in the discovery of a moun- 
tain which is considerably higher. than 
either St. Elias or Orizaba. Owing to 
the almost insuperable difficulties of 
approach, the “St. Elias Alps,’’ as they 
are aptly called, are necessarily ap- 
proached from the sea. It is not known 
that any civilized man has seen them 
from the other side. At Yakutat Bay 
and all along the coast in that vicinity 


‘Mt. Orizaba and-Mexico, 


one is impressed, not-only by the ma- 
jesty and beauty of Mt. St. Elias, but 
by the numerous other great- peaks 
which rise from the same neighborhood. 
As usually seen, however, Elias-lifts 
proud head above its fellows, and 
leaves an impression on the beholder 
that can never be forgotten. Under 
such circumstances’ it is not strange 
that only within.a few months the in- 
teresting discovery has been made that 
there are several peaks not many miles 
from Elias that are more than a thou- 
sand feet higher. Indeed it is curious 
to know that the highest mountain on 
the continent of North America, so far 
as is now known, was’ discovered by 
browsing around in. a table of loga- 
rithms. 
The story ,is briefly, this: While Mr. 
McGrath's party,.was at Yakutat Bay 
and elsewhere in the. neighborhood .of 
Mt. St. Elias, in addition to taking hor- 
izorital. and..-vertical an that 
peak, all other prominent peaks in that 
vicinity were observed upon,’ thus -ac- 
cumulating material for the calculation 
of their heights. and distances. Among 
these was a group. of three summits, 
possibly belonging to the same moun- 
tain, which had been seen by’ most ex- 
plorers in that quarter, and the great 
height of which had especially attracted 
the attention of Rusgell. Concerning ‘It 
he. says: “The clouds parting toward 
the. northeast revealed . several. giant 
peaks not: before seen, some.of, which 
seem -to.rival in height St. Elias itself. 
One stranger, rising in. three ~white 
domes far above the clouds, was.espe- 
cially magnificent.” 
In honor of the founder of the Geo- 
logical” Survey of nada, Russell 
named this Mt. Logan. 
For some months Mr: McGrath has 
been engaged in the reduction of all ¥ 
servations made by his party in. the 8t. 
Elias .region... On..computing. the. dis- 


tance and height of Mt. Logan his as- 
tonishment was great to find that the 
altitude of the motintain was 19,500 feet. 
At first he was inclined to attribute the 
result to erroneous computation, but a 
careful disproved . theory. 
Fortunately there were two entirely in- 


dependent stations from which this 
mountain had’ been observed, the dis- 
tances and vertical angles being quite 
different. The resulting heights from 
these two widely-separated stations dif- 
fer by less than twenty feet, being 19,497 
feet dud 19,£14 feet, respectively. An 
observation was also made on another 
of the three peaks somewhat lower than 
the first, giving for its height 19,255 
feet. It thus appears that there can be 
little doubt that Mt. Logan is 1500 feet 
higher than Mt. St. Elias. The fact 
that it is about twelve miles nearer the 
points from which. they are usually ob- 
served has enabled the latter to main- 
tain a superiority, which was only ap- 
parent, for so many years. Mt. Logan is 
about twelve hundred feet higher than 
Orizaba, and, whatever discoveries may 
be made in the future, it seems likely 
that the credit of possessing the high- 
est peak upon the continent must 
henceforth remain with the far north.

What will probably prove to be the 
last cha pter in the sensational Bettis- 
McCarth er case was gone through with 
before Ji rdge Clark yesterday afternoon, 
the cere: nony concluding with an order 
that a »cree of divorce be issued Mrs. 
McCarth er. After Bettis was arrested 
for aduli:ery, and it was learned that 
McCarth er had left the city, the of- 
ficers be gan to look around for Mrs. 
McCarth but she, too, was missing. 
Her atto rney, F. M. Porter, declared 
that he did not know where she was, 
but nevi rtheless when the charge of 
adultery, against Bettis was dismissed 
he tried very hard to secure a dismis- 
‘gal as ti? Mrs. McCarther, also. This 
was not granted at the time, but later 
it was thought useless to attempt to 
continue the prosecution, and the mat- 
er was dropped. Then it was that 
Mrs. MoCarther bobbed up into sight 
again and Mr. Porter promptly filed a 
complaini. in a suit for divorce against 
J. T. McC‘arther. Mrs. McCarther came 
quietly in.to court yesterday afternoon 
and took the witness stand in support 
ofthe grc-unds of desertion and cruelty 
which she had charged against her 
husband. She said in a very weak and 
plaintive voice, not unmixed with the 
sound of tears, that when she marrted 
‘McCarther she had between $11,000 and 
$12,000 in money. This, or a greater 
part of it, he had squandered in riot- 
ous living 11ntil the business in which 
he was enge ged was entirely ruined. 

“He becaine a perfect wreck,” said 
the witness, “‘and I was obliged finally 
to call in a physician... The doctor, 
after examining him, said that he be- 
lieved that he was using morphine, and 
after this a />ill for $16 worth of the 
drug came in. During the last two 
years I lived with him I was broken 
down in health: completely.” 

It not being essential to the divoree 
-Cause, Mrs. NicCarther carefully re- 
frained from saying anything about 
the elopement with Bettis and when 
the decree was ordered she glided out 
of the courtroom. and disappeared down 
the iron stairs. 

JUSTICE AUSTIN WAS WRONG. 

Judge York does not agree with Police 
Justice Austin that a prisoner may be 
confined in the City Prison for an ex- 
‘tended périod of 150 days in addition 
to a regular term, and he sets forth 
his reasons in an opinion filed yester- 
day. The matter came up on the appli- 
cation of Messrs. Crawford & Craw- 
ford for a writ of certiorari in the 
tase of James Smith. The petitioner 
was convicted of a misdemeanor No- 
. vember 1 in the Police Court and two 
days later appeared for sentence, the 
court adjudging that he be punished by 
imprisonment in the City Jail for a 
period of six months, and that he pay 
a fine of $150 on or before May 1, in 
default of which he should be impris- 
oned in the City Jail for an additional 
150 days, at the rate of one day for 
Pach dollar of said fine. 

A return was made by the District 
Brocney and it was stipulated that the 
olice Court had jurisdiction of the per- 
son and of the offense charged in the 
somplaint and that Green was found 
_ Suilty as charged. This [eft the only 

question for the Superior Court to de- 
termine on appeal whether or not the 
Police Justice had the power to order 
that the defendant be imprisoned in 
addition to the six months 150’ days in 
fefault of the payment of the fine. 

The findings of the court, which are 
of interest, inasmuch as they may form 
a rule for guidance in the-future for 
the city justices, are as follows: 
'“Section 1205 of the Penal Code pro- 
vides that ‘a judgment tHat.the de 
fendant pay a fine mayialso direct 
that he be imprisoned until: the fine 
be satisfied specifying the extent of 
the imprisonment, and which must not 
exeeed.one day for every dollar of the 
fine.” Section 1214 of the Penal Code

Rogers was the mother of threé young- 
sters, but that it was owing to the dis- 
puted parentage of the third that a 
divorce was secured by the husband. 
Rogers and his wife in early years lived 
happily out in the wilds of New Mex- 
ico. While there Mrs. Rogers became 
quite intimate with several men, and 
when reproached by her husband ad- 
mitted that she had”been unduly inti- 
mate with one, but'¢laim that this 
particular person. had firgt drugged 
and then taken advantage of her. She 
finally said that she wanted to visit 
her sister in California, and, relying 
upon her story of innocence, Rogers 
sent her and the children on. She 
never wrote to him agajn, and all of 
his letters remained unanswered. When 
he came here to take possession of his 
little ones he found that they had been 
placed in the care of Mrs. Watson, 
who refused to give them up without 
an order of court. It was for the pur- 
pose of securing such an order that 
Rogers made his appearance with an 
attorney in Department Six yesterday 
and told the story of his troubles. As 
counsel for Mrs. Rogers desired fur- 
ther time to prepare testimony Judge 
McKinley continued further hearing 
until Monday next. 
NO ATTORNEY'S FEES. 


The case of the Angeles Na 
tional Bank vs. A. . Judson et al. 
was decided by Judge Van Dyke yes- 
terday, findings and judgment being 
for the plaintiff for amount due from 
defendants as -principal and interest 
of note and for sale of collateral se- 
curity with costs, but without attor- 
ney’s fee.

A FALSE ALARM. 


Roscoe Train-robbers Have Not 
Been Captured. 


; Sensational Stories Afloat Yesterday—W hat 


the Detectives are Doing—State- 
ment by ex-Zanjero 
Dalton. 


The air was thick with rumors about 
the capture of the Roscoe train-rob- 
bers yesterday and there were all sorts 
of stories’ afloat during the forenoon. 
One was that the whole gang had been 
caught and were safely behind the 
bars. Another was that the arrests 
were to have been made at 6:30 o’clock, 
but that the men had been warned and 
had temporarily escaped, but that 
they would certainly be brought in at 
2:30 o’clock, and still another was that 
the bold robbers were securely staked 
out and. would be brought in in irons 
after midnight. One of the reasons 
given for the dilatoriness of the officers 
was that there was a dispute among 
the Sherif’s deputies; the police detec- 
tives and the railroad detectives as to 
who should have the credit of making 
the capture and bringing in the male- 
factors. This, however, is an error. 
The sole and only reason why the 
train-robbers were not jailed was be- 
cause they were not-captured. 

The circumstances which gave rise 
to all these rumors was a conference 
at the police station yesterday morning 
and the fact that detectives were nu- 
merous in that vicinity during all the 
forenoon. They had their full stock of 
mystery with . them, too, and this 
added to the excitement and kept the 
interest at the top notch, especially 
when they declined to talk. 

After chasing rainbows for several 
hours the Times reporter got 
what looked like a_ straight. tip. 

man just in from  ex-Zanjero 


‘Ed Dalton’s ranch, on East Washing- 


ton street, told him that the robbers 
were captured, for he had it on the 
authority of no less person than Mr. 
Dalton himself, and that the desperate 
villains were now safely in the deepest 
dungeons in the County Jail. On this 
information. the reporter at once set 
out for the Dalton ranch, where he ar- 
rived in due time and found Mr. Dal- 
ton hard at work irrigating his black- 
berry patch, apparently oblivious of 
everything except getting the full bene- 
fit of the “head”: of water which the 
perversity of the weather clerk made it 
necessary for him to purchase from 
the city. 

When asked what he knew about 
the robbers, Mr. Dalton replied that 
he guessed they were cgptured. De- 
tective Will Smith of th® Southern Pa- 


cific had come out to his house about 


12 o’clock and told him that the whole 
gang, three or four men, were now 
locked up. Mr. Dalton explained that 
the reason for Mr. Smith’s kindly con- 
sideration in coming all the way out 
to his place to give him this informa- 
tion, was because a man named Dow, 
who lived just back of him, was one 


of the robbers. Mr. Daiton said that 


he knew nothing about the arrests, 
except what Smith told him. Dow, he 
said, had been living in the house 
only a comparatively short time, and 
he knew nothing about him. The first 
time he met him was on the 15th of 
last month, when he came to his place 
and wanted to hire a light wagon poid, 
saying he was going on a long drive in 
the country, and did not want to drive 
one horse. Mr. Dalton said that he 
told him he would loan him the pole, 
and did so, Dow promising to return 
it on the following Saturday, the 17th, 
which he did. When the pole was 
returned, one of the ‘‘cock-eyes’”’ on 
one of the singletrees was broken. This, 
Mr. Dalton said, was all he knew about 
the matter. He never thought about 
him again unt!l Smith told him about 
the arrest, and asked him to refresh 
his memory about the wagon-pole in- 
cident. 

Mr. Moore, the surveyor, whose place 
adjoins Mr. Dalton’s, had also heard the 
story, but knew nothing further. Mr. 
Dalton also stated that Smith, when he 
left, promised to return later, but that 
he did not put in an appearance. 

The reporter then went to the house 
where Dow lived, but there were no 
signs of any one about, and the rettrrn 
trip to the city was made. 

At the police station it was positively 
denied that any arrests had been mde, 
and the detectives scouted the whole 
story as did also the officials at the 
County Jail. Detective Thacker also 
denied the story, and intimated that the 
wholeething was a fake. Inquiry as to 
the whereabouts of Detective Will 
Smith developed the fact that he had 
taken the evening train for San Fran- 
cisco, and there the trail dropped. 

The activity among the detectives did 
not, however, cease at nightfall. De- 


‘tectives Auble, Benson and Thacker 


were out until a late hour, and even 
if no arrests have as yet been made, it 
does not follow that they will not be. 
The officers certainly have a clew of 
some kind, and they are following it 
closely, but until they conclude to un- 
bosom themselves, nothing positive can 
be given. .-

Dead Body of an Unknown Man Pound in 
Cucamonga Canyon. 

POMONA, March 12. — (Special Corre- 
spondence.)

PHOENIX, March 10.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.) Spring in Arizona is a 
season of beauty, freshness and many 
charms of climate. The days are full: 
of brightness and the nights have a 
calm and mellow atmosphere that’ 
gives to this particular spot on the 
gréat, green earth the well-merited , 
title of “The Sun-kissed Land.” 

Everywhere the trees are being, 
clothed in living green and the broad: 
fields of alfalfa are putting forth a new’ 
growth which forms a striking and_ 
agreeable contrast to the bare plains 
that have only the evergreen mesquite 
and palo verde to relieve their monot- 
ony. Orchards of almond, peach and 
apricot are rich with delicate 
bloom and the promise of delicious 
fruit. He who rides over the wide. 
stretching valleys, brilliant with new - 
life, and does not feel the inspiration of : 
awakening nature must be dead to its: 
best influences. If climatic conditions 
have anything to do with making as 
superior race of people, the ideal at-: 
tainment certainly seems possible in 
this inland empire of the new West.  — 

It is an interesting fact that the Salt 
River Valley in Arizona is very near ' 
the center of the arid Southwest. What. 
this geographical condition may sig- 
nify in the development of the future, 
time alone will determine. But, 7.» 
ing from the history of the past, it s" 
reasonable to assume that here a dense | 
population and a high degree of pros-— 
perity are possible. In the days of the 
Aztec civilization it is estimated that in 
this valley’ there were 300,000 inhabi- 
tants. Granting that history will re- 
peat itself, as it seems certain to do, 
we may anticipate a future of mar- 
velous growth and splendid achieve-. 
ments. As the beginning of this end. 
we now note as an essential factor that 
there are, according to the latest esti- 
mate, 241 miles of main _ irrigating , 
canals with a capacity of 350,000 acres 
of land. This area alane means a pop- 
ulation of 35,000 farmers and fruit- 
growers, provided each occupied and. 
cultivated # ten-acre home ranch. 

Under the Highland Canal on the 
north side of the Salt River active ope- 
rations for reclaiming the land are be- 
ing pushed.

Another 
important project in this vicinity is to* 
bring in a large colony of Swiss farm- 
ers to grow the olive, vine and fig. The

to the planting of new orchards and 
the’ area planted promises to exceed 
that of any former year. ] 

Reports to date from the gold-mining | 
districts are decidedly encouraging. 
At Harqua Hala thirty stamps are 
working day and night on profitable 
ore, and ten more will be in operation ' 
very soon. At Goldfields there is great 
activity in perfecting and development. 
Mines are yielding rich ore, and the 
discovery: of free gold deposits is of 
frequent occurrence. From Tucson 
comes the information of rich gold 
discoveries not far from that city, and 
the. days of renewed mining prosper- 
ity seem likely to return.
